“THE TRADE OF HONGKONG.” |- 


(From. The Syren and Shipping.) 
* Hongkong has often been described, 
and not inaptly, as the door of the 
Far Eastérn market. Certainly its 
Position at no great distance from the 
Chinese coast renders it of great value, 
not only aaa port of call forsteamshipa, 
but also ss-an exchange mart anda 
distributing centre for the produce of 
Asia ond the manufactures of Groat 
Britsin and America. Ite utilities in 
this direction make Hongkong s 
usefal barometer as indicating the 
trade movement between East 
and West. We have before 
us two interesting reports which bear 
upon the subject. One, which dis- 
cusses the trade of Hongkong for 
1920, is compiled by the American 
Consml-General at the port, and for 
the other the Superintendent of 
Imports aod Exports is responsible. 
With regard to’ the former, we may 
point out that American officials 
abroad are, sg a rule, wry keen 
obecrvers, who are trained to put 
their fingers on the pulse of the trade 
machine and co disgnose with fair 
accuracy the ‘trend of inter. 
national commerce, Though primarily 
intended for the —_farther- 
ance of American business, the fact 
that the reports are widely availablo 
ensures them being of-assintance to 
the merchants of all nationalities, o 
fact which much enhances their value, 
OF course, the chief activity of Hong. 
kong is transhipment trade, and con. 
cerning this feature of its business the 
Consul-General remarks that 1920 was 
a year of violent fluctuations, rot only 
in this class of business, but algo in 
exchange and in the general prosperity 
of the colony. The first quarter of 
the year showed o larger trado than 
any. other quarter on record; 
the last ~ quarter Waa . among 
the worst in the history of the 
colony. In Februaty the Hongkong 
dollar roge until it was worth more 
than the American dollar; by Decem. 
ber it hal dropped about one-half in

Mr. Bland declares that there in no 
self-evident justification for the. ussump-

Chinese enn secured by giving them 
educational facilities. All 

_ available in China points the other way. 
Japan has educated far more Chinese stu. 
rents than any other country, without 
eveatly endenring herself to the Chinear, 
‘The number of students who becom 
tenders after being educated in England 
or Atucrica is almost negligible, He has 
over know of 2 case in which goodwill 
fing been determined by the trader's 
educational antecedents. The class of 
Chinese hich is seeking free educational 
facilities in England and America is the 
eemi-Huropeanised class of sons of, officials 
And rich merehants, which aspires to rule 
the country, and whose aspirations are 
evgarded by many competent observers 
as very grave source of danger to Chinn
